Claims 1-20 are currently pending in this application.

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a shift control device of an 
automatic transmission comprising a control circuit starting engagement of said friction 
engagement element by direct pressure control in response to detection of said input 
revolution number having been decreased to a predetermined revolution number by

said output lowering process, in combination with the other elements required by 
independent claim 8. 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a shift control device of an 
automatic transmission comprising a control circuit starting engagement of said friction 
engagement element by direct pressure control after a lapse of a predetermined period 
of time following initiation of said output lowering process, in combination with the other 
elements required by independent claim 1 1 .
